Detectives following leads furnished 
by Sanford Clark, Northcott’s 15 year 
old nephew, who three days ago told 
police that he had been present at 
the ranch when four boys had been 
mistreated, tortured, and slain, today 
dug up some bones which were at 
first described as the pelvic bones of a 
child. But City Chemist Rex Welsh 
after an exhaustive examination to- 
night pronounced them animal bones. 

Welsh secured different results 
when he examined hairs from an ax 
found on the farm. The ax had been 
described by Clark as the murder 
Weapon. The hairs “appeared” to 
Welsh to be human. 

Arrested in 1925. 


A search of police records disclosed 


{that Northcott had been arrested July 


25, 1925, charged With a statutory of- 
fense against 12 year old Philip Scott 
of a Los Angeles suburb. * 

Additional evidence today included: 

Charred portions of an aviation 
magazine in the farm incinerator. A 
note sent to N. K. Winslow, parent 
of missing Nelson and Louis Wins- 
low, who were said by Clark to have 
been victims of Northcott, was writ- 
ten on a page torn from an aviation 
magazine. That was some months 
ago. 

A burlap sack found pn the farm 
resembled a sack in which the decap- 
itated body of a Mexican youth, aged 
15 or 16, was found in the locality

His 
knees should be bent to sustain any 
sort of attack. It is permissible 
for the center’s head to be off- 
side. In passing the ball, the center 
should not use his body. He should 
rely upon his hands and arms. He 
never should lift the ball before pass- 
ing. The pass should be made with 
continuous motion of the arms. 
The center should spend a lot of 
time practicing his passing. He ought 
to get out earlier than other members 
of the team and dri’) with one of 
the second team players or fresh- 
men. In this respect it is helpfyl to 
have an opponent play opposite the 
center to pull him forward or charge 
him beck after he has made this 
pass. This will enable him to distrib- 
jute his weight properly and be pre- 
pared for such attacks in a game. 

— 
On straight line plunges the center 
never should make a hard, fast pass. 
The ball should be tossed back slowly 
so that there is little danger of it 
bounding off the ball carrier's chest. 
On end runs, the center should pass 
the ball a trifle to the side of the 
runner and in the direction to which 
the play is sent. The speed of the 
pass on all formations depends upon 
the quickness or slowness in which 
the play is expected to develop. The 
center never should pass the ball when 
members of his team are offside or 
in motion. He is the steadying/ force 
of the offensive. 

If the, defensive center is smart, 
he will play his» position according 
to the ground to be gained by the 
opponents. Most Coaches permit their 
centers to pull out of the line and 
play in a roving position. They should 
not play too far away from the scrim- 
mage line. If the opposing eleven 
has a shifted back field, the defensive 
center should shift a position with the 
offensive backs. If an unbalanced 
line and shifted back field formation 
is assumed by the offensive, the de- 
fensive pivot should shift nearly fwo 
positions toward: 2 strong side.

Weather Favors Spring Wheat. 


Favorable weather prevailed in the 
spring wheat area, and the movement 
in Canada continues to steadily in- 
crease, with arrivals at leading points 
in that country of 3,135 cars for two 
days, of which about 75 per cent graded 
No. 4 northern or better. Liverpool was 
d higher early, and had some infiu- 
ence on the local market early, but it 
eased toward the last and finished un- 
changed to d higher. Export demand 
at the seaboard was only fair with sales 
of 500,000 to 750,000 bu in all positions. 
An increase of 4,643,000 bu in the visible 
supply brought the total up to 95,882,000 
bu, against 69,869,000 bu last year. 
Readjustment between cash corn and 
the September delivery appears to be 
nearing completion, and this was largely. 
responsible for increased selling of the 
future on the early upturn, the Septem- 
ber having advanced 11%c from the low 
of last week. A decrease of 314,000 bu 
in the visible supply was somewhat 
smaller than anticipated. Total stocks 
are 7,862,000 bu, against 22,694,000 bu 
last year. The country sold 60,000 bu 
old corn and 62,000 bu new to arrive. 
Leading local holders made good sales 
of grain to the east. 

Profit Taking tu Corn. 

Deferred deliveries of corn ran into 
profit taking on an early bulge, and 
there was somewhat less. aggressive 
buying than of late, as December at 
the top was id over the low of the 
previous week, and the technical posi- 
tion had been weakened. Weather con- 
ditions over the belt were favorable for 
maturing the crop, and cutting is under 
way in some sections. European re- 
quirements for the coming season are 
expected to be large owing to the crop 
crops abroad. 
Oats showed independent strength and 
prices averaged higher with commission 
houses taking the December. A decrease 
of 644,000 bu in the visible supply at- 
tracted attention, as stocks are normally 
increasing at this season. There was 
buying of rye futures against sales of 
wheat, and with a good class of com- 
mission house buying the former gain 
advanced rapidly.

They 
are to be found growing wild in great 
quantities in the woods around Cht- 
cago. A specimen of the giant puff- 
ball mushroom brought to THe Trrp- 
| UNE yesterday measured 30% inches 
jin circumference and 9% inches in 
diameter. It is young and snow white 
inside and out. 
Giant puffballs [calvantia gigantee], 
classified botanically as the lycoperda- 
ceae, are among those declared “ de- 
licious,” the largest of the entire spe- 
cies belonging to this family. 


— 
The big puffbalis ate good to eat 
when young and tender, but botanists 
warn against using them when they 
begin to turn yellow. Federal mush- 
room experts say, Never use puff- 
balls unless the inner part is perfectly 
white when sliced.” 
The giant puffball frequently at- 
tains a diameter of 16 inches. and 
specimens over two feet in diameter 
have been reported, according to 
Bailey. 


Since there are both edible and poi- a 


sonous mushrooms growing in this 
section, it is dangerous for any one 
to gather them permiscuously unless 
well able to identify them. The 
United States department of agricul- 
ture has a bulletin—No. 796, Some 
Common Edible and Poisonous Mush- 
roo Which will be valuable to the 
inexpérienced mushroom gatherer.
